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Fifth District Rep. Steny Hoyer 
Responds to Constituent Questions

A standing-room-only crowd, 
most of them Greenbelters, 
greeted 5th District Congress¬ 
man Steny Hoyer at Green- 
belt’s city hall Monday night. 
The occasion was Hoyer’s third 
town meeting, a series of 
meetings geared toward pro¬ 
viding a means for Hoyer and 
his constituents to get to know 
one another and for giving cit¬ 
izens a chance to present their 
views, questions and concerns. 

Citizens were asked to write 
their questions. These were read 
by News Review' editor Mary Lou 
Williamson and Hoyer answered 
them in turn. This method ena¬ 
bled the congresssman to answer 
more questions and the meeting 
moved rapidly from one issue 
to another. However it was not 
possible to determine how many 
people were interested in any 
one issue nor was it possible to 
ask follow-up questions. 

The questions about the county 
council redistriding which were 
the concern of most Greenbelters 
present - - and which had brought 
out the entire City Council and 
the city’s representatives in state 
legislature - - were discussed only 
briefly. The fact that many 
Greenbelters see their district as 
gerrymandered was not mention¬ 
ed. Beginning with state district¬ 
ing, Hoyer sajid he would like to 
see a Greenbelt representative in 
the state legislature. As to the 
county council, Hoyer was em- 
pathetic about Greenbelt’s belief 
that under the plan it would 
not be represented on the county 
council. On the other hand, he 
pointed out that he had received 


a number of calls from other jur¬ 
isdictions concerned that change 
in the plan might be detrimental 
to their interests. 

One of the early plans, Hoyer 
commented, put seven members of 
the council in two districts. "It is 
only human nature,” he said for 
the council to reject that. 

What Hoyer did do was to talk 
and write to Parris Glendening, 
chairman of the county council, 
He informed Glendening that the 
members of the 24th state legis¬ 
lative district, the mayor, council 
and citizens of Greenbelt had re¬ 
quested that he inform Glenden¬ 
ing that Greenbelt did not ap¬ 
prove of the 4th councdlmanic 
district as planned. He asked 
the chairman to transmit this in¬ 
formation to the other council 
members. Hoyer said he feels 
Glendening understands Green- 
belt’s concerns and is sympathet¬ 
ic. (Hoyer’s letter to Glendening 
is reprinted on page 2.) 

Post Office 

As a member of the house of 
representatives post office and 
civil service committee, Hoyer as¬ 
sured questioners that he intends 
to serve in the role of advocate 
to help his many constituents 
who are federal workers. This 
metropolitan area, he said has 
suffered the most drastic rifs in 
the nation. He spoke of his con¬ 
cerns for the job security of fed¬ 
eral workers who are receiving a 
30% reduction on health benefits 
and have had one cost of living 
(COL) increase per year elimina¬ 
ted. Besides the health cuts there 
is the possibility that the "open 
seasons” (a once a year period 
when federal workers have been 
free to consisder options available 
and change their health plan if 


they chose, was considered being 
cut. The house cuts came about 
because of a $440 million dollar 
mistake in how much health ben¬ 
efits were going to cost and the, 
need to make up for that mistake. 

To questions on whether he wall 
oppose the change to five mail 
deliveries per week and increase 
postage, Hoyer informed people 
that there will be hearings on 
those issues next year. His mail, 
he added, reflects both views. 
Now that the post office has been 
made a quasi-private agency, Post¬ 
master Ray Bolger has tried to 
set up the agency so that it can 
meet its own cost, something that 
has never been done.

County Design for Major Throughway 
Through Greenbelt Shot Down by Council

During its regular meeting 
on October 19, the Greenbelt 
City Council again considered 
a proposed amendment to the 
General Plan for Prince Geor¬ 
ges County, together with rec¬ 
ommendations prepared by the 
city’s Advisory Planning 
Board. Council agreed with 
most of the APB findings, but 
refused to go along with the 
view that changes in the oft- 
repeated proposal for an “in¬ 
ter-county connector” would 
now make such a highway ac¬ 
ceptable to Greenbelt. The 
APB recommendations, as a- 
mended and adopted by the 
council, have been sent to the 
chairmen of the county council 
and the county planning board. 

The proposed General Plan 
amendment is a draft published 
by the staff of the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. If adopted, it would 


amend the 1964 "Wedges and 
Corridors” General Plan and 
would provide development 
through a"trafficshed/watershed” 
concept, whereby the public fa¬ 
cilities needed in an area would 
be identified before development 
could take place there. The last 
proposed amendment, in 1977, was 
not adopted. 

Highway Rejected 

The inter-county connector 
started its on-paper existence 
some years ago as a projected 
“Outer Beltway”. Despite re¬ 
peated rebuffs, highway planners 
have persisted in keeping the idea 
alive, more recently as an inter- 
county expressway or freeway 
with its eastern end anchored to 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way, The current draft amend¬ 
ment would downgrade the high¬ 
way to "arterial? status, and 
would have it continue eastward 
to Route 301. 

The APB concluded that with 
these changes, the proposed high¬ 
way now could be accepted by the 


city. At the same time, APB op¬ 
posed another feature of the 
draft which would have Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue extended north¬ 
ward to serve as an expressway 
link between the inter-county 
route and the Beltway. The board 
explained its stand not in terms 
of impact on the city, but rather 
because "heavy truck traffic 
through the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center should be discour¬ 
aged.”

Lombardi Calls For The Adoption 
Of Public-Supported Ennis Plan 


Prince Georges County Councilmember Ann Landry Lom¬ 
bardi has introduced a bill, CB-175-1981, calling for adoption 
of the Redistricting Commission’s Minority (Ennis) Plan. A 
public hearing on the plan has been scheduled for Thursday, 
November 19 at 9 a.m. in the hearing room of the County Ad¬ 


ministration Building. 

The Redistricting Commission 
held hearings throughout the 
county to receive public comment 
on four separate proposals. The 
Minority, or Ennis Plan, received 
the most favorable testimony and 
was amended to accommodate 
concerns expressed 

Although the Majority Plan 
submitted to the county council 
received support of three commis¬ 
sion members, it had not been de¬ 
veloped in the open forum of the 
previous plans and exceeds consti¬ 
tutional guidelines for population 
variance. 

According to Lombardi, CB-175 
would "create nine districts that 
are within acceptable population 
ranges, that would be compact 
and would group citizens and are¬ 
as which have a commonality of 
interest.” 

Lombardi is particularly con¬ 
cerned that the Majority Plan 


groups Upper Marlboro and 
Greenbelt with Bowie. The county 
council has received overwhelming 
testimony from Greenbelt citizens 
expressing their strenuous objec¬ 
tions to being included in a dis¬ 
trict with Bowie which they do 
not regard as sharing their con¬ 
cerns and interests. The Upper 
Marlboro area shares significant 
concerns about land use and de¬ 
velopment with the rural South 
County. 

The Minority Plan addresses 
these concerns of Greenbelt and 
the Marlboro area. It meets, as 
well, other constitutional require¬ 
ments for fair and equal repre¬ 
sentation in the new council dis¬ 
tricts which will be in effect until 
1994. 

"Council Bill 175 continues the 
open process of balancing the 
needs of all the county citizens,” 
states its sponsor.

Hoyer also came out against 
cuts in Social Security and Medi¬ 
care and cutting the CETA jobs 
training program. Of local inter¬ 
est he would oppose commercial 
development of portions of the 
agricultural research center land. 

Also he was for . . . the ERA 
amendment, a firearms reform bill 
(including a mandatory waiting 
period before a gun can be pur¬ 
chased and banning importation 
of parts of handguns) and the re¬ 
lease of former Governor Marvin 
Mandel. Mandel, he pointed out, 
had served a longer percentage 
of his sentence than any of the 
Watergate offenders.

AN APOLOGY 

To North End Residents Who 
Suffered Water and Heat 
Disruptions 

In order to construct the new Hillside Road pedestrian underpass, 
;t was necessary to temporarily cut off water on a pipe on Hillside 
Road. The contractor notified the City, Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission (WSSC) and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) in ad¬ 
vance and all homes expected to be affected were notified in ad¬ 
vance. 

Unfortunately, when the water was turned off, service to numerous 
additional homes on Research Road and other parts of the North 
End experienced disruption as well. This is due to unknown prob¬ 
lems in the water distribution system. By the time the extent 
of the problem became apparent, it was loo late to stop construc¬ 
tion work until the necessary work was complete. 

The WSSC will be checking out the water distribution system to see 
why unforseen areas of the North End lost water service when the 
valves were closed, and will make appropriate corrections. 

The City regrets the inconvenience caused to all residents who suf¬ 
fered temporary disruption of water service, or heat, and extends 
a special apology to those residents who were unexpectedly incon¬ 
venienced due to lack of notice. 

The City thanks the management and employees of GHI for the 
full cooperation extended to the City on this matter and regrets that 
GHI employees were required to handle the bulk of resident 
complaints as a result of City construction activity.

The City has received a signifi¬ 
cant donation if original Green- 
belt furniture. The donation was 
made by Mr. and Mrs. Carl E. 
Pearson, Jr. in memory of Mr. 
Pearson’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Carl E. Pearson, Sr. who were 
original residents of Greenbelt 
and resided at 2-M Garden way. 

The furniture consists of a 
complete living room suite, dining 
room suite, and two bedroom 
suites together with a number of 
miscellaneous pieces. Most of the 
furniture was WPA (Work Proj¬ 
ects Administration) furniture, 
manufactured by private compa¬ 
nies at the order of the federal 
government and sold by the gov¬ 
ernment in Greenbelt and other 
places. The furniture donated is 
primarily made of maple and is 
believed to have been manufac¬ 
tured in Michigan. An oak desk 
was probably manufactured in 
West Virginia. 

Former Public Works Director, 
A. S. "Buddy” Attick, worked for 
the federal government during the 
early years under Wallace Mabry, 
Assistant Government Manager 
for the project. One of Mr. Mab¬ 
ry’s responsibilities was the man¬ 
agement of the furniture sale op¬ 
eration, and Attick helped to de¬ 
liver the furniture that was sold 
in Greenbelt. 

The furniture was sold from one 
of the store spaces in the original 
Greenbelt shopping center. That 
space is now occupied by the Ben 
Franklin Variety Store. One of 
two metal warehouses which were 
used for the storage of construc¬ 
tion materials while Greenbelt was 
being built was used for furniture 
storage. Residents were permit- 
pick up one kind of furniture in 
their homes and Attick and an¬ 
other employee, Ernest Walker, 
were frequently called upon to 
pick up one kind of furniture in 
exchange for another. Payment 
for furniture could be financed. 
The two metal sheds were later 
relocated to another part of the 
City and became the garage space 
of Public Works Department ve¬ 
hicles until the State Highway 
Department acquired the property 
and the City built its present Pub¬ 
lic Works facility. 

It is Attick’s understanding that 
Eleanor Roosevelt took a special 
interest in the design of the fur- 
nitue. Since she was involved 
with two friends in a cottage 
furniture manufacturing business 
at Hyde Park at about the same 
time, it is quite logical that she 
would be very much interested. 
Attick believes that the furniture 
was probably made available 
throughout the country to low in¬ 
come families who received assis¬ 
tance and was not made exclu¬ 
sively for the green towns. 

Many people in Greenbelt hope 
that some day a museum can be 
established containing material 
about the original Greenbelt plan¬ 
ned community and the way of 
life of the early residents. This 
museum might be set up in one 
or more of the original Greenbelt 
homes. If such a museum is es¬ 
tablished, this furniture would be 
used to furnish rooms in the mu¬ 
seum. In the meantime, some of 
the furniture will be stored, some 
will be placed in the Rexford Guy 
Tugwell Room of the Greenbelt 
Library and some will be placed 
in the Greenbelt Municipal Build¬ 
ing:. 

Previously, the City accepted 
a donation of original Greenbelt 
bedroom furniture from Carnie 
Harper, a long-time Greenbelt 
resident.

City Urges Fair Shake 
In MNCPPC Budget 

Speaking at a hearing before 
the Prince Georges County Plan¬ 
ning Board on October 22, City 
Manager James K. Giese read a 
prepared statement on behalf of 
Greenbelt's city council concern¬ 
ing the forthcoming Planning 
Board Budget. The parent or¬ 
ganization — the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission — is currently pre¬ 
paring its budget for the next fis¬ 
cal year, which begins July 1, 
1982. 

Giese noted that MNCPPC 
"conducts a number of programs 
of special interest to the City of 
Greenbelt." He said the city 
council urges commission mem¬ 
bers "to support the continued 
and increased funding of these 
recreation and planning program 
activities." 

According to Giese, during the 
present fiscal year Greenbelters 
will pay, as part of their county 
property taxes, about $125,000 to 
MNCPPC for recreational, land 
acquisition, and administrative 
purposes. But the current MN¬ 
CPPC budget shows that only 
$26,021 is to be spent on recrea¬ 
tional programming in the city. 
Said Giese, "Greenbelters are re¬ 
ceiving a return of only about 21 
cents on the tax dollar." He con¬ 
tinued: "In this era of ’TRIM’ in 
the county, the pressure to re¬ 
duce or hold the line on spending 
levels will be great. Areas like 
Greenbelt, with established and 
wide-ranging recreation pro¬ 
grams, will be looked upon as 
areas where cuts can be made, 
since program and service dis¬ 
ruptions would be less visible. 
However, while the local require¬ 
ments of 'TRIM do not directly 
apply to municipalities, we never¬ 
theless do feel its effect. (MNC¬ 
PPC recreation programming to 
city residents is a necessary and 
important service, which I urge 
you to increase . . , Greenbelt 
taxpayers are entitled to a better 
rate of return on their tax dol¬ 
lars." 

Although commenting favorab¬ 
ly on MNCPPCs planning activi¬ 
ties, Giese cautioned that "when 
funding dollars are short, planning 
programs, along with leisure-time 
services, are all too often looked 
to as the services to be cut." 

Speaking as the representative 
"of a community that enjoys the 
fruits of proper planning — while 
at the same time suffering the 
ills of the lack of proper plan¬ 
ning,” Giese urged that planning 
activities not be reduced. He 
went on to ask particular support 
for two activities of importance 
to Greenbelt: Completion of the 
sectional map amendment for the 
Greenbelt/College Park area “. . . 
a developing area of the county 
with an old plan long overdue for 
revision and update . . and 
special planning studies such as 
the Greenbelt Commercial Center 
revitalization study funded and 
carried out by MNCPPC this past 
fiscal year and feasibility studies 
of uses for North End School and 
of an intra-city bikeway, both 
funded for the present fiscal year. 
Giese told the planning board 
that the planning activity "is use¬ 
ful for municipalities which do 
not have the staff or expertise to 
do special studies which can be 
undertaken utilizing planning 
board staff."

White Objects 

Councilman Thomas White sta¬ 
ted flatly that he would not sup¬ 
port any report to county officials 
which accepts either an inter¬ 
county connector by any name, or 
an extension of Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue. White said the aim of these 
two proposals would be to funnel 
traffic through Greenbelt to the 
Beltway. He noted that just two 
weeks before, County Executive 
Lowrence Hogan had “boasted" 
that in intercounty connector is 
a vital part of his plan for routing 
traffic through the county. 

The subsequent letter from 
Mayor Richard Castaldi to the 
county council and planning 
board chairmen, presenting the 
unanimous views of the city 
council, asked that both highway 
projections be deleted, because 
“these two proposed highways 
would adversely impact upon the 
Greenbelt area, which already 
serves as the major crossroad of 
major highways in the northern 
county.” 

The letter to the county officials 
also forwarded additional com¬ 
ments on the proposed General 
Plan amendment, as recommend¬ 
ed by APB and agreed with by 
council. Proposals to keep the 
Agricultural Research Center as 
an open space area, and to com¬ 
plete the 101-mile Metrorail sys¬ 
tem (and in particular the “E" 
route to Greenbelt) were both 
supported by city council. 

Council continued to endorse, 
as it has in the past, the proposed 
use of mandatory dedication as 
a means to increase park and 
open space land without direct 
public cost. Council also recom¬ 
mended that procedures be im¬ 
proved so that more land will ac¬ 
tually be dedicated as park and 
open space, with less acceptance 
of fees in lieu of such dedication. 

Finally, council endorsed the 
trafficshed/watershed concept as 
‘a more reasonable approach to 
development," which “should re¬ 
sult in a more efficient alloca¬ 
tion of public facility expenditur¬ 
es and in the channeling of funds 
not only to developing areas but 
to developed areas as well."

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APB Takes No Bull; Mopes 
El Torito Sign Will Fade 

The city’s Advisory Planning Board at the regular council 
meeting on October 19 has recommended against the proposed 
free-standing sign for the El Torito’s Restaurant, now under 
construction in the Greenway Shopping Center, On the request 
of representatives for the restaurant, however, coun¬ 
cil has deferred action on the matter till a later meeting. But 
council members did not hesitate to take action at the same 
meeting on the subject of Community Development Block Grant 
funds.

El Torito’s Sign 

El Torito’s has applied to the 
county for a permit to erect a 
free-standing sign 7^-feet tall, 
to be locate dadjacent to Green- 
belt Road. The application has 
been referred to the city for com¬ 
ment. The Advisory Planning 
Board, in a report to council, rec¬ 
ommended that the city ask for 
disapproval of the permit on the 
grounds that a free-standing sign 
was not shown on the approved 
site plan. APB suggested that a 
revised site plan should be submit¬ 
ted by the owners for review. 

In additional comments, APB 
urged that El Torito's follow the 
example of other restaurants in 
the center, such as Denny's, Jas¬ 
per's, and Wendy's, which do not 
have freestanding signs. If a sign 
is approved however, the APB 
recommended that it should be of 
reduced height, more in propor¬ 
tion to the 4%-foot height recom¬ 
mended for the Exxon sign. 

City Manager James Giese told 
council that representatives of El 
Torito's had asked that council 
not act on the matter of the sign 
until its regular meeting on No¬ 
vember 2, when the restaurant will 
have someone present to speak to 
the issue. Accordingly, council 
accpeted the APB report, but de-

ferred discussion. 

Block Grant Funds 

City Manager Giese told council 
that the city must decide whether 
it wishes, during the next three 
fiscal years, to continue to obtain 
Community Development Block 
Grant funding through Prince 
Georges County. The alternative 
would be for the city to seek to 
receive funds as an individual 
community from federal alloca¬ 
tions made to the State of Mary¬ 
land. 

Giese told council in his writ¬ 
ten comments, “Although the city 
has had problems in receiving 
funds through the county, it is my 
belief that the chances of being 
funded are still better with the 
county than in the city making it 
alone." Council accepted Giese’s 
evaluation, and authorized him to 
execute a commitment agreement 
with the county. 

In another action involving 
block grant funds, council appro¬ 
priated $129,000 so that engineer¬ 
ing design work can be started 
for road reconstruction improve¬ 
ments on Ridge Road fom South¬ 
way to Gardenway. Giese told 
council he hopes this project can 
be bid on next spring for con¬ 
struction during the summer. 


CITY NOTES 

The Greenbelt Lions Club re¬ 
cently donated a new double tier 
water cooler to the Youth Center. 
Valued at over $400, it replaces the 
20 year old unit which was origi¬ 
nally furnished by the Greenbelt 
Lions when the Center opened in 
1961. An appropriate commemora¬ 
tive plaque has been installed in 
appreciation of the club's gift. 

Members of the building main¬ 
tenance crew relocated partitions 
and doors in the City Manager's 
office and the Finance office. Rou¬ 
tine maintenance was done on all 
city buildings. 

A leak developed in the water 
line between the JayCee Club¬ 
house and the water meter at 
Center School. The water has been 
turned off at the Clubhouse until 
the leak can be repaired. 

The Bureau of Fisheries for the 
State of Maryland checked on the 
progress of bass they had stocked 
in Greenbelt Lake in the Spring. 
The bass, some up to 8 inches in 
length, are growing satisfactorily. 
The Lake was stocked with 800 
catfish fingerlings recently. 

The parks crew planted tulip 
bulbs in the city flowerbeds. 
Maintenance was done on the 
ballfields and golf course. Several 
members of the crew worked on 
landscaping the driveway to the 
city cemetery. The chipper was 
out for one day. 

The general crew patched Ridge 
Road between the 1 Court and 
Westway Road. This section of 
roadway was also widened along 
the south side. Roadway shoulders 
were patched on Gardenway 
Road at Ridge Road. Storm ba¬ 
sins were cleaned. Several mem¬ 
bers of the crew landscapel the 
approaches to the new Lake Park 
bridge with crushed stone and 
topsoil.
